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Catholic Education 
By S. M. &. 
Catholic education {s that education 


which, while it includes all that public le 


‘achool education implies, does more. 
It is the education that says with 
Longfellow, “Life is real, life is ear- 


nest, and the grave is not its goal.”) 


It is the education which aims at de- 
veloping the entire human being, ih 
sically, mentally, and spiritually. It “4 
that education which trains, not onl 
the head and the hand, but also the 
heart. It looks upon religion as an 
essential part of a person’s education. 
believes that this religion must be- 
come part and parce! of his life, not 
something to be put on once a week, 
but as something that must guide him 
all through life. This religion is to be 
the rule of his conduct. It teaches 
him that there is a God Who knows 
and sees everything he does; a 

ho will demand 4 rigorous ecient 
of all he thinks, says and does. This' 
religion teaches him his duty as a’ 
citizen of the stute and a member of 
society. It teaches him to revere and 
to obey authority, and to respect the 
rights of his fellow-citizens. 

We will discuss the principles that 
call forth the necessity of and that 
form the basis of a Catholic educa- 
tion. They are as follows: 

First, the right of a child to receive 
education and the correlative duty of 
ere it are established on the 
fact that man has a soul created by 
God and endowed with faculties which 
need to be developed, for the good of 
the individual and the good of society. 
In its highest meaning, therefore, 
education is a co- y voheery by human 
agencies with the Creator for the at- 
tainment of His purpose in regard to 
the individual who is to be educated, 
and in regard to the social order of 
which the individual is a member. 
Neither self-realization alone nor s80- 
cial service alone is the end of educa- 
tion, but rather these two combined, 
in accordance with God's designs 
which give to each of them its pro- 
portionate value. Hence it follows 
that education is essentially and in- 


* evitably a moral activity, in the sense 


that it undertakes to satisfy certain 
claims through the fulfillment of cer- 
tain obligations. This is true inde- 
pendently of the manner and means 
that constitute the actual process, and 
it remains true whether recognized or 
disregarded in educational practice, 
whether the practice includes the 
teaching of morality, or excludes it, or 
tries to maintain a neutral! position. 

Second, since the child is endowed 
with physical, intellectual, and mora! 
capacities, all these must be developed 
harmoniously. An education that 
quickens the intelligence and enriches 
the mind with knowledge, but fails to 
develop the will and direct it to the 
practice of virtue, may produce schol- 
ars, but cannot produce good men. 
The exclusion of mora] training from 
education is more in proportion to the 
thoroughness with which the intel- 
lectual powers are developed, because 
it gives the impression that morality 
is of little importance, and thus sends 
the pupil into life with a false idea 
which 1s not easily corrected. 

Third, since the duties we owe our 
Creator take precedence over al) other 
duties, moral! training must accord the 
first place to religion, that is, the 
knowledge of God and of His law, and 
must cultivate a spirit of obedience to 
his commands. The performance, sin- 
cere and complete of religious duties, 
insures the fulfillment of other obliga- 
tions. 

Fourth, moral and religious training 
is most effective when it is joined with 
instruction in other kinds of know'- 
edge. It should so permeate these 
that its influence will be felt in every 
circumstance of life, and be strength- 
ened as the mind advances to a fuller 
acquaintance with nature and a riper 
experience with the realities of human 
existence. 

Fifth, an education that unites in- 
tellectual, moral, and religious ele- 
ments is the best training for citizen- 
ship. It develops a sense of respon- 
sibility, a respect for authority and a 
considerateness for the rights of 
others, which are the necessary foun- 
dations of civic virtueé—more neces- 
sary where, as in a democracy, the 
citizen, enjoying a larger freedom, has 
a greater obligation to govern him- 
self, 

As American citizens, Catholics 
claim and demand the righta to pro- 
cure Catholic education for their chil- 
dren as their birthright granted them 
by the Constitution of this our glori- 
ous America which guarantees to 
every American the free exercise of 
his religion. As this free exercise of 
his religion, a Catholic claims Catholic 
education for his children. This 
freedom of education, and nothing 
more, Catholics can and must demand 
on Constitutional grounds. To secure 
this freedom, their ancestors left 
home and country; for this they bled 
and died on the battlefields of Ame- 
rica 

The science of education has arrived 
at the conclusion, that the ultimate 
character of a man or woman is de- 
pendent, for the most part, on environ- 
ment. The home is the unit of society.

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CONCERNING EDUCATION 

Leading educators of our country met at Winter Park, 
Florida, towards the end of January, 1981, and spent most 
of their time in criticizing the educational system in Ameri- 
ca. Some went so far as to accuse it of being an absolute 
failure inasmuch as it does not arouse in students an in- 
terest in and a hunger for knowledge. 

Dr. John Dewey, of Columbia University, thought that 
secondary schools had rather a bad than a good effect on 
the character of the students. 

Dr. James Harvey Robinson, of New York, organizer of 
the New Schoo! for Social Research, declared that it was diffi- 
cult for him to be “honest” in his work either as student 
or teacher. He charged every: institution with which he had 
been connected with “failure to awaken in students an in- 
tellectual interest.” 

Constance Warren, President of Sarah Lawrence Col- 
lege, openly avowed: “My memories of college are of the 
stupidest kind of teaching.” 

Dr. Joseph K. Hart, of Vanderbilt University said that 
he fumbled through college and several years of teaching 
before he discovered an “interest’’. 

Dr. Hamilton Holt, President of Rollins, declared: “My 
school days were the unhappiest days of my life and my col- 
lege days were only slightly less unhappy. ‘There are only 
two ways to get anything in life. One is by interest; the 
other is by stimulation from association.” 

Whatever he got from college, he said, came from his 
associations with his fellow students. 


“IT got nothing from the faculty’, he added. 


Dean Clarence W. Mendell, of Yale, has begun to re- 
vise the system which hitherto made everything depend upon 
credits. His test will be “mastery of the subject on the part 
of the student, with the initiative and responsibility for re- 
sults turned over to the student more directly.” 

On January 22nd, 1931, 600 ‘prominent educators met 
at Indianapolis. The speakers engaged for the occasion, be- 
ginning with Dr. A. L. Lowell, President of Harvard, de- 
plored lack of interest in the educational work which they are 
pursuing on the part of a large number of college students. 
Mr. Lowell declared: “A man cannot be educated against his 
will. Education must come from personal effort’. This 
eminent educator said that even college students must be en- 
ticed to study by honor courses, and by the adoption of the

In 
fact in some countries attractive rewards in the form of a 
bonus are offered to parents who will reproduce themselves 
faster, and in some industries the worker’s aa is regulated 
by the number of children he has to support 

Frank Watts Bancroft, noted biologist, ctssate of the 
University of California and the Rockefeller Institute is the 
author of this statement: 

“Racial homicide has already thinned the ranks of Ameri- 
can intelligentzia_._.....The old American stock—the men and 
women who shaped the foundations of the nation—are dying 
out.” 

Speaking on this subject last year (1980) the New York 
Times Editor wrote: 

“When Theodore Roosevelt denounced race suicide 

he was not thinking primarily of race peril. The 

problem was then domesti:. It consisted inthe re- 

fusal to propagate by thrse elements* among the 

American people to whom the country must look for 

leadership. That has been vwntil recently the main 

theme of subsequent coneern over declining birth-

Protestant Episcopal! Church, thinks that one of the greatest 
weaknesses in our land is that “‘we all think alike”. He says:
